REVISION    OF   JAPANESE    BEETLE    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY   NOTE 

The  following  revision  discontinues  the  plan  of  distinguishing  between  gen- 
erally infested  and  lightly  infested  areas  under  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine 
regulations,  and  modifies  the  boundaries  of  the  regulated  areas  in  Massachu- 
setts, New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Virginia. 

In  addition,  the  number  of  classes  of  farm  products  under  restriction  is 
greatly  reduced.  The  latter  action  was  taken  due  to  the  fact  that  the  reg- 
ulated areas  are  now  so  large  and  the  boundaries  so  distant  from  the  centers 
of  heavy  infestation  that  farm  products  are  transported  only  to  a  limited 
extent  from  such  centers  to  outside  localities,  and  that  the  active  beetles  which 
infest  such  products  have  a  tendency  to  escape  from  the  shipments  before  the 
boundaries  of  the  infested  areas  are  reached.  The  farm  products  remaining 
under  restriction  are  primarily  those  which  are  either  subject  to  severe 
infestation  at  the  point  of  production,  as  in  the  case  of  corn  and  beans,  or 
strongly  attract  the  beetles  into  cars  which  are  later  closed  and  moved  long 
distances,  as  in  the  case  of  wholesale  banana  shipments. 

The  farm-products  restrictions  herein  provided  for  will  be  supplemented 
from  time  to  time  by  inspection  of  freight  loads  and  other  shipments  at  or 
near  the  boundaries  of  the  regulated  areas,  and,  when  infestation  is  found, 
measures  to  eliminate  it  will  be  required. 

The  discontinuance  of  the  lightly  infested  area  necessarily  involves  mod- 
ification of  the  nursery  classification  provisions,  and  the  new  plan  for  such 
classification  provided  in  regulation  6  will,  it  is  believed,  make  the  nursery 
restrictions  less  burdensome  without  involving  increase  of  risk  of  spread  of  the 
Japanese  beetle.

SUMMARY 

These  regulations  as  now  revised  prohibit  the  interstate  shipment  of  green 
corn  on  the  cob,  beans  in  the  pod,  bananas  in  entire  bunches  or  clusters  of  25 
or  more,  apples,  peaches,  or  berries  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or  -through 
outside  points  from  June  15  to  October  15,  inclusive,  unless  a  Federal  permit 
or  certificate  has  been  secured  and  is  attached  to  the  outside  of  the  container. 
Peaches  and  apples  in  containers  holding  less  than  15  pounds  are  exempt. 
For  details  and  other  exceptions,  see  regulation  5. 

The  regulations  also  prohibit  the  interstate  shipment  of  nursery,  ornamental, 
and  greenhouse  stock  and  all  other  plants  (including  parts  of  plants  and  cut 
flowers),  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  jnanure,  from  the  regulated 
areas  to  or  through  any  outside  point  throughout  the  year  unless  a  Federal 
permit  or  certificate  has  been  secured  and  is  attached  to  the  outside  of  the 
container.    For  details  and  exceptions,  see  regulations  6  and  7. 

The  regulated  areas  include  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  entire  States  of 
Connecticut,  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  and  Rhode  Island,  and  parts  of  the  States 
of  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia.  The 
boundaries  are  shown  in  regulation  3. 

For  other  conditions  governing  the  interstate  movement  of  the  restricted 
articles  and  any  vehicles  and  containers  transporting  them,  see  regulations 
8  to  13,  inclusive.

NOTICE   OF  QUARANTINE   NO.  48    (EIGHTH  REVISION) 

(Approved  November  3,  1930;  effective  November  10,   1930) 

I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  quarantine  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Mas- 
sachusetts, New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Virginia, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle 
(Popillia  japonica  Newm.),  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not  heretofore 
widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States. 

Now,  therefore,  under  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quarantine 
act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public 
hearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  of  Connecticut,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  effective  on  and  after 
November  10,  1930.  Hereafter,  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  August  20, 
1912,  amended  as  aforesaid  (1)  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all  kinds ; 
(2)  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds;  (3)  nursery,  ornamental,  and  green- 
house stock,  and  other  plants;  and  (4)  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and 
manure  shall  not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received 
for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported, 
moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  or  District 
into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  in 
manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That  the 
restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas 
when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of  the 
aforesaid  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle :  Provided  further,  That  such  limita- 
tion shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and  enforcing  such 
control  measures  with  respect  to  such  regulated  areas  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  Japanese  beetle  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  State.

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RULES   AND   REGULATIONS    (TENTH    REVISION)    SUPPLEMENTAL   TO    NOTICE   OF 

QUARANTINE  NO.  48 

(Approved  December  12,  1931;  effective  January  1,  1932) 
Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean: 

(a)  Japanese  beetle.— The  insect  known  as  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popilha 
japonica  Newm.),  in  any  stage  of  development.  _ 

(&)  The  terms  "infested,"  "infestation,"  and  the  like,  relate  to  infestation 
with  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(c)  Quarantined  area.— Any  State  or  District  quarantined  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle.         _ 

(d)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  or  District  which  is 
now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture in  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48,  as 
revised, 

(e)  Farm  products. — Those  products  included  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48 
under  items  (1)  and  (2)  ;  namely,  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all 
kinds;  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds.  ^(For  list  of  restricted  farm 
products,  see  regulation  5.) 

if)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock. — Nursery,  ornamental,  and  greenhouse 
stock  and  all  other  plants,  plant  roots,  cut  flowers,  or  other  portions  of  plants 
for  ornamental  use. 

(g)  Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure  of  any  kind  and  as  to  either  bulk  movement  or  in  con- 
nection with  farm  products  or  nursery  and  ornamental  stock. 

(h)  Certified  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  determined  by  the  inspector  as  uninfested  and  so 
certified. 

(i)  Certified  greenhouse. — A  greenhouse  or  similar  establishment  which  has 
complied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  with  the  conditions  imposed  in 
regulation  6.  This  term  may  apply  also  to  potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas, 
hotbeds,  coldframes,  or  similar  plots  or  to  storage  houses,  packing  sheds,  or 
stores  treated  or  otherwise  safeguarded  in  manner  and  method  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector. 

(;)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. v 

(fc)  Moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment 
to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common 
carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State 
or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  into  or  through  any  other  State 
or  Territory  or  District. 

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Areas 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with  the 
provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (eighth  revision),  the  restrictions  pro- 
vided in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  plants  and  plant 
products  and  other  articles  enumerated  in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be 
limited  to  such  movement  from  the  areas  in  such  State  now  or  hereafter  desig- 
nated by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas. 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (eighth  re- 
vision), the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  for  the 
purpose  of  these  regulations,  the  States,  District,  counties,  townships,  towns, 
cities,  hundreds,  election  districts,  and  magisterial  districts,  listed  below,  in- 
cluding all  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  subdivisions  within  their 
limits : 

Connecticut. — The  entire  State. 

Delaware. — The  entire  State. 

District  of  Columbia. — The  entire  District. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Cecil,  Somerset,  and  Worcester;  the  city  of  Balti- 
more; election  district  No.  5,  in  Anne  Arundel  County;  election  districts  Nos 
1,  2,  3,  9,  11,  12,  13,  14,  and  15,  in  Baltimore  County ;  election  district  of  Cam- 
bridge  (No.  7),  in  Dorchester  County;  election  districts  of  Petersville  (No.  12) 
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and  Brunswick  (No.  25),  in  Frederick  County;  County  of  Harford,  except  elec- 
tion district  of  Marshall  (No.  4)  ;  election  districts  of  Elkridge  (No.  1)  and 
Ellicott  City  (No.  2),  in  Howard  County;  election  district  of  Chestertown  (No. 
4),  in  Kent  County;  election  district  and  town  of  Laurel  (No.  10),  in, Prince 
Georges  County;  towns  of  Easton  and  Oxford,  in  Talbot  County;  election  dis- 
tricts of  Sharpsburg  (No.  1),  Williamsport  (No.  2),  Hagerstown  (Nos.  3,  17, 
21,  22,  24,  and  25),  Leitersburg  (No.  9),  Sandy  Hook  (No.  11),  and  Halfway 
(No.  26),  in  Washington  County;  election  districts  of  Pittsburg  (No.  4),  Par- 
son (No.  5),  Dennis  (No.  6),  Trappe  (No.  7),  Nutters'  (No.  8),  Salisbury 
(No.  9),  Delmar  (No.  11),  Camden  (No.  13),  and  Willards  (No.  14),  in 
Wicomico  County. 

Massachusetts. — County  of  Bristol ;  towns  of  Agawam,  East  Longmeadow, 
Hampden,  Longmeadow,  Ludlow,  West  Springfield,  and  Wilbraham,  and  cities 
of  Chicopee,  Holyoke,  and  Springfield,  in  Hampden  County;  towns  of  Bridge- 
water,  Carver,  Halifax,  Kingston,  Lakeville,  Maritfn,  Mattapoisett  Middle- 
borough,  Plymouth,  Plympton,  Rochester,  and  Wareham,  in  Plymouth  County. 

Neiv  Jersey. — The  entire  State. 

Neiv  York. — Counties  of  Albany,  Bronx,  Chemung,  Columbia,  Dutchess, 
Greene,  Kings,  Nassau,  New  York,  Orange,  Putnam,  Queens,  Rensselaer,  Rich- 
mond, Rockland,  Saratoga,  Schenectady,  Suffolk,  Sullivan,  Ulster,  Washington, 
and  Westchester ;  towns  of  Binghamton,  Conklin,  Dickinson,  Kirkwood,  Union, 
and  Vestal,  and  the  city  of  Binghamton,  in  Broome  County;  towns  of  Barton, 
Nichols,  Owego,  and  Tioga,  in  Tioga  County. 

Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Adams,  Berks,  Bucks,  Carbon,  Chester,  Columbia, 
Cumberland,  Dauphin,  Delaware,  Franklin,  Juniata,  Lackawanna,  Lancaster, 
Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Monroe,  Montgomery.  Montour,  Northampton,  North- 
umberland, Perry,  Philadelphia,  Pike,  Schuylkill,  Snyder,  Sullivan,  Susque- 
hanna, Union,  Wayne,  Wyoming,  and  York ;  townships  of  Allegheny,  Antis, 
Blair,  and  Logan,  city  of  Altoona,  and  borough  of  Hollidaysburg,  in  Blair 
County;  County  of  Bradford,  except  township  of  Wells;  townships  of  Allison, 
Bald  Eagle,  Castanea,  Colebrook,  Crawford,  Dunnstable,  Gallagher,  Greene, 
Grugan,  Lamar,  Pine  Creek,  Wayne,  and  Woodward,  and  the  city  of  Lock 
Haven,  in  Clinton  County;  the  city  of  Erie,  in  Erie  County;  County  of  Lycom- 
ing, except  the  townships  of  Brown,  Jackson,  McHenry,  and  Pine ;  townships 
of  Bratton,  Decatur,  Derry,  Granville,  and  Oliver,  in  Mifflin  County;  township 
of  Union,  in  Tioga  County. 

Rhode  Island. — The  entire  State. 

Virginia. — Counties  of  Accomac,  Arlington,  and  Northampton;  magisterial 
districts  of  Falls  Church,  Lee,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Providence,  in  Fairfax 
County;  those  parts  of  Tanners  Creek  district  in  Norfolk  County  which  lie 
north  of  the  northern  branch  of  the  electric  division  of  the  Norfolk  Southern 
Railroad  but  not  including  the  right  of  way  of,  nor  the  stations  on,  said  rail- 
road branch;  South  Norfolk  and  that  part  of  Norfolk  County  (including  the 
United  States  navy  yard)  lying  north  of  a  line  extending  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  south  city  limits  of  Portsmouth  City  and.  Paradise  Creek,  thence 
southeast  down  said  creek  to  Southern  Branch,  thence  from  the  intersection  of 
the  said  Southern  Branch  and  the  Virginian  Railway  northeast  along  the  lines 
of  said  railway  to  the  south  city  limits  of  Norfolk  City ;  Camp  Stuart,  in  War- 
wick County;  and  the  cities  of  Alexandria,  Newport  News,  Norfolk,  and 
Portsmouth. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  or  Reduction  of  Regulated  Aeeas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  States  in 
which  such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas 
affected  are  located. 

Regulation  5.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Farm  Products 

section  a.  control  of  movement 

(1)  No  green  corn  on  the  cob,  beans  in  the  pod,  bananas  in  entire  bunches, 
or  in  clusters  of  25  or  more,  apples,  peaches,  blackberries,  blueberries,  huckleber- 
ries, or  raspberries  shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  any 
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regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  a  certificate  or 
permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor,  except  as  follows : 

(a)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products 
between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive. 

(6)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm 
products  on  a  through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation 
through  a  regulated  area  to  another  nonregulated  area,  or  from  a  regulated  area 
through  a  nonregulated  area  to  another  regulated  area. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  shipments  of 
apples  or  peaches  of  less  than  15  pounds  to  the  shipment,  or  of  bananas  other 
than  in  entire  bunches  or  in  clusters  of  25  or  more. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  shipment  from  the  regulated 
area  of  farm  products  other  than  those  mentioned  above,  except  that  any  such 
interstate  shipments  of  farm  products  may  be  inspected  by  inspectors  at  any 
time  or  place  inside  or  outside  the  regulated  areas  and  when  actually  found  to 
involve  danger  of  dissemination  of  Japanese  beetle  to  uninfested  localities, 
measures  to  eliminate  infestation  may  be  required  as  a  condition  of  further 
transportation  or  delivery. 

SECTION  B.    CONDITIONS  OF  CERTIFICATION 

Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products  to 
points  outside  the  regulated  areas  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive, 
under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  farm  products  have  actually  been  inspected  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  free  from  infestation.  The  num- 
ber of  inspection  points  for  such  certification  will  be  limited  and  their  location 
determined  by  shipping  needs  and  further  conditioned  on  the  establishment  at 
such  points  of  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  handling  and 
safeguarding  of  such  shipments  during  inspection.  Such  inspection  may  be  dis- 
continued and  certification  withheld  by  the  inspector  during  periods  of  general 
or  unusual  flight  of  the  beetles. 

(2)  When  the  farm  products  have  been  handled  or  treated  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  in  manner  and  by  method  to  free  them  from  any 
infestation. 

(3)  When  the  farm  products  have  originated  outside  of  the  regulated  areas 
and  are  to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  freight  yards  or  unloading  docks, 
under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding  of  such  ship- 
ments pending  certification  and  reshipment.  Certificates  on  this  basis  will  be 
issued  without  inspection  only  for  shipment  from  markets  or  transfer  points 
which  are  not  subject  to  infestation  within  such  market  or  transfer  point. 

(4)  When  the  farm  products  were  grown  in  districts  where  the  fact  has 
been  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  that  no  infestation  exists 
and  are  to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  farms  where  grown  to  points  outside 
the  regulated  areas. 

Regulation  6.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  op  Nursery  and  Ornamental 

Stock 

section  a.  control  op  movement 

-  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof, 
unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  the  inspector, 
except  as  follows: 

(1)  True  bulbs,1  corms,  and  tubers,  when  dormant  and  free  from  soil,  are 
exempt  from  the  requirement  of  certification,  except  that  this  exemption  does 
not  apply  to  dahlia  tubers. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  reshipped  from  the 
port  of  entry  in  the  unopened  original  container  and  labeled  as  to  each  con- 
tainer with  a  copy  certificate  of  the  country  from  which  it  was  exported,  a 
statement  of  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the  contents,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee,  and  the  country  and  locality  where  grown. 

1  The  interstate  movement  of  narcissus  bulbs  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  62  (Narcissus  Bulb 
Quarantine). 
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(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  between  October 
16  and  June  14,  inclusive,  of  cut  flowers,  and  of  portions  of  plants  without 
roots  and  free  from  soil  (such  as  branches  and  twigs  of  trees  and  shrubs, 
scions,  Christmas  trees,  holly,  laurel,  sphagnum  moss,  and  fish  grass). 

(4)  No  certificate  or  permit  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement 
of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  when  transported  by  a  common  carrier  on 
a  through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a 
regulated  area,  or  from  a  regulated  area,  through  a  nonregulated  area  to  another 
regulated  area.  '         . 

SECTION    B.    CONDITIONS    GOVERNING-    THE    ISSUANCE    OF  ^CERTIFICATES    AND    PERMITS 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  nurseries, 
greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the  movement  of  such  stock  will 
toe  classified  as  follows : 

(1)  Class  I. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  or  within  approximately  500 
feet  of  which  no  infestation  has  been  found  may  be  classified  as  Class  I.  Upon 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  subsection  (6)  of  this  section,  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such 
premises  without  further  inspection  and  without  meeting  the  safeguards  pre- 
scribed as  a  condition  of  interstate  shipment  of  plants  originating  in  nurseries 
or  greenhouses  of  Class  III. 

(2)  Class  III. — (a)  Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned 
in  the  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  which  either  grubs  in 
the  soil  or  one  or  more  beetles  have  been  found  will  be  classified  as  Class  III. 
Such  classification  also  may  be  given  to  nurseries,  etc.,  in  localities  known 
to  be  generally  infested  where  beetles  or  grubs  are  found  in  the  immediate 
proximity  (within  approximately  500  feet)  of  such  nurseries,  etc.,  on  adjacent 
property  or  properties.  In  the  case  of  nursery  properties  under  single  owner- 
ship and  management  but  represented  by  parcels  of  land  widely  separated, 
such  parcels  may  be  independently  classified  either  as  Class  I  or  Class  III 
upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  and  safeguards  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  inspector.  Similarly,  unit  nursery  properties,  which  would  otherwise  fall 
in  Class  III,  may  be  open  to  subdivision,  for  the  purpose  of  rating  such  sub- 
divisions in  Classes  I  or  III,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  such  action 
is  warranted  by  recent  and  scanty  infestation  limited  to  a  portion  of  the  nursery 
concerned :  Provided,  That  the  subdivision  containing  the  infestation  shall  be 
clearly  marked  by  boundaries  of  a  permanent  nature  which  shall  be  approxi- 
mately 500  feet  beyond  the  point  where  the  infestation  occurs. 

(o)  Upon  compliance  with  subsections  (3)  and  (6)  of  this  section,  nursery 
and  ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from 
such  premises  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (i)  That  the  roots 
shall  be  treated  by  means  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Admin- 
istration in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector;  or  (ii)  in 
the  case  of  plants  in  which  the  root  system  is  such  that  a  thorough  inspection 
may  be  made,  that  the  soil  shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  stock  by  shaking 
or  washing,  or  (Hi)  that  it  shall  be'  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  that  the  plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified  greenhouse. 

(3)  Greenhouses  of  Class  III  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  all 
the  following  conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to 
all  potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes,  and  similar  plots: 

(a)  Ventilators,  doors,  and  all  other  openings  in  greenhouses  or  coldframes 
on  premises  in  Class  III  shall  be  kept  screened  in  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  during  the  period  of  flight  of  the  beetle,  namely,  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  between  June  1  and  October  1,  inclusive, 
or  north  thereof  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive. 

(o)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  or  manure  taken  from  infested  locations,  or  which  may  have  been 
exposed  to  infestation,  must  be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of,  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector.  If 
such  treated  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately 
used  in  such  greenhouses  it  must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  man- 
ner and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(c)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  III  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom    (i)    shall  be 
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potted  in  certified  soil;  (u)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  at  any  time  between  June  1  and  Octo- 
ber 1,  inclusive,  or  north  thereof  at  any  time  between  June  15  and  October  15, 
inclusive,  be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors;  (in)  shall,  if  grown  out- 
doors during  any  part  of  the  year,  be  placed  in  beds  in  which  the  soil  or  other 
material  shall  have  been  treated  in  manner  and  by  method  approved  by  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  to  eliminate  infestation;  and 
(w)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may  be  required  by  the 
inspector. 

(4)  Out  flowers  and  other  parts  of  plants  without  roots  or  soil  may  be 
certified  for  movement  either  (a)  when  they  have  been  inspected  by  an  inspector 
and  found  free  from  infestation,  or  (6)  when  they  have  been  grown  in  a  green- 
house of  Class  I  or  in  a  certified  greenhouse  of  Class  III  and  are  transported 
under  such  safeguards  as  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  prevent  infesta- 
tion.    (See  also  section  A  (3)  of  this  regulation.) 

(5)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  originating  on  or  moved  from  unclassified 
premises  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  under  either  one  of  the  following 
conditions:  (i)  That  the  soil  shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  stock,  or  (it) 
that  the  roots  shall  be  treated  by  means  approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and 
Control  Administration  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector, 
or  (Hi)  that  it  shall  be  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  the 
accompanying  soil  was  obtained  at  such  points  and  under  such  conditions  that 
in  his  judgment  no  infestation  could  exist  therein. 

(6)  Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others,  in  order  to  maintain  their 
classified  status  (a)  shall  restrict  their  purchases  to  receipts  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  within  the  regu- 
lated area  to  articles  which  have  been  certified  under  these  regulations  as  to 
each  such  article  and  the  said  certificates  shall  accompany  the  articles  when 
moved;  (&)  shall  obtain  approval  of  the  inspector  before  such  articles  are  re- 
ceived on  their  premises  or  moved  from  the  open  on  their  own  premises  into 
certified  greenhouses;  and  (c)  shall  also  report  immediately  in  writing  all 
purchases  or  receipts  of  such  articles  secured  from  within  the  regulated  area. 
Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others  whose  premises  are  classified  as  Class 
III  shall  in  addition  report  immediately  on  forms  provided  for  that  purpose 
all  their  sales  or  shipments  of  such  articles  both  to  points  outside  the  regulated 
area  and  to  other  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  within  the  regulated  areas. 
Certification  may  be  denied  to  any  person  who  has  omitted  to  make  the  report 
or  reports  required  by  this  regulation,  and  such  denial  of  certification  shall 
continue  until  the  information  so  omitted  has  been  supplied. 

(7)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  and  not 
reshipped  from  the  port  of  entry  in  the  unopened  original  container  may  be 
certified  for  movement  under  these  regulations  when  such  stock  has  been 
inspected  by  an  inspector  and  found  free  from  infestation. 

(8)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas 
and  certified  stock  originating  in  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  may  be 
certified  for  reshipment  from  premises  other  than  those  on  which  they  orig- 
inated, under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding  of 
such  stock  from  infestation  at  the  point  of  reshipment  and  en  route,  and,  when 

.found  advisable  by  the  inspector,  after  reinspection  and  determination  of 
freedom  from  infestation. 

Regulation  7.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Sand,   Soil,  Earth,  Peat, 

Compost,  and  Manure 

section  a.  control  of  movement 

Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  point  in  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any 
point  outside  thereof,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been  issued 
therefor  by  the  inspector,  except  as  follows : 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand  for  con- 
struction purposes,  nor  of  "  bird  gravel "  or  "  bird  sand "  in  packages  of  5 
pounds  or  less  to  the  package. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  re- 
shipped  from  the  port  of  entry  in  the  unopened  original  container  and  labeled 
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as  to  each  container  with  the  country  of  origin,  and  when  the  shipment  is 
further  protected  in  manner  or  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(3)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  when  transported  by  a  common  carrier  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  reg- 
ulated area,  or  from  a  regulated  area  through  a  nonregulated  area  to  another 
regulated  area. 

SECTION   B.    CONDITIONS    OF   CERTIFICATION 

Certificates  for  the  movement  of  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure 
may  be  issued  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  articles  to  be  moved  have  originated  in  districts  included  in 
the  regulated  area,  but  in  which  neither  beetles  nor  grubs  in  soil  have  been 
found. 

(2)  When  the  material  consists  of  fresh  manure  or  of  mined,  dredged,  or 
other  similar  materials,  and  it  has  been  determined  by  an  inspector  that  no 
infestation  could  exist  therein. 

(3)  When  the  material  has  been  removed,  under  the  supervision  of  an  in- 
spector, from  a  depth  of  more  than  12  inches  below  the"  surface  of  the  ground 
and  either  (a)  is  to  be  moved  between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive,  or 
(6)  is  loaded  and  shipped  at  points  where  it  has  been  determined  by  an  in- 
spector that  no  general  infestation  of  adult  beetles  exists,  or  (c)  when  the 
cars  and  loading  operations  are  protected  by  screening  under  the  direction  of 
and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(4)  When  the  material  has  been  fumigated  with  carbon  disulphide  or  other- 
wise treated  under  the  supervision  of  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfac- 
tory to  the  inspector.  Such  fumigation  or  treatment  will  be  required  as  a 
condition  of  certification  of  all  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure, 
except  such  as  is  loaded  and  shipped  in  compliance  with  paragraphs  (1),  (2), 
or  (3)  hereof. 

Regulation  8.  Conditions  Governing  the  Protection  of  Restricted  Articles 
from  Infestation  White  in  Transit 

Farm  products,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure,  moving  interstate  from  or  through  the  regulated  areas 
to  points  outside  thereof  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive,  shall  at 
all  times  while  they  are  in  the  regulated  areas  be  screened,  covered,  or  other- 
wise protected  in  manner  or  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  safe- 
guarding the  articles  from  infestation. 

Trucks  or  other  road  vehicles  transporting  restricted  articles  may  be  sealed 
by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  inspection  and  all  such  seals  shall  remain  intact 
as  long  as  the  vehicle  is  en  route  within  the  regulated  area. 

Regulation   9.   Marking  and  Certtfication  a  Condition   of  Interstate 

Transportation 

(a)  Every  car,  vehicle,  box,  basket,  or  other  container  of  the  articles  listed, 
the  interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7,  shall 
be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside 
thereof  a  valid  certificate  or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  bulk  carload  shipments  by  rail,  the  certificate  shall  accom- 
pany the  waybill,  conductor's  manifest,  memorandum  or  bill  of  lading  pertain- 
ing to  such  shipment  and  in  addition  each  car  shall  have  securely  attached  to 
the  outside  thereof  a  placard  showing  the  number  of  the  certificate  or  certifi- 
cates accompanying  the  waybill. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  bulk  shipment  by  road  vehicle  the  certificates  shall  ac- 
company the  vehicle. 

(d)  Certificates  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  consignees  upon  delivery  of  the 
shipment. 

Regulation  10.  Conditions  Governing  Inspection  and  Issuance  of  Certtficates 

(a)  Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  interstate  any  of  the 
articles  the  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7  shall 
make  application  for  inspection  and  certification  as  far  as  possible  in  advance 
of  the  probable  date  of  shipment,  specifying  in  the  application  the  article  and 
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quantity  to  be  shipped,  method  of  shipment,  name  and  address  of  the  consignor, 
and  name  and  address  of  the  consignee. 

( o )  Applicants  for  inspection  will  be  required  to  assemble  the  articles  at  such 
points  as  the  inspector  shall  designate  and  to  so  place  them  that  inspection  may 
readily  be  made;  if  not  so  placed,  inspection  may  be  refused.  All  charges  for 
storage,  cartage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the  services  of 
the  inspector,  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

(o)  Certificates  and  permits  shall  be  used  in  connection  with  the  transpor- 
tation of  only  those  articles  intended  to  be  covered  thereby. 

(d)  Where- the  apparent  absolute  freedom  from  infestation  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  can  not  be  determined  by  the  inspector  certification  will 
be  refused. 

(e)  Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles 
by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  from  a  regulated  area  through  a  nonregulated 
area  to  another  regulated  area  on  condition  that  such  vehicle  shall  have  seals 
affixed  by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  origin,  which  seals  shall  remain  intact 
until  examined  by  an  inspector  in  the  separate  regulated  area  to  which  the 
stock  is  transported. 

Regulation  11.  Cancellation  of  Certificates 

Certificates  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  cancelled 
by  the  inspector  and  further  certification  refused,  either  for  any  failure  of 
compliance  with  the  conditions  of  these  regulations  or  violation  of  them,  or 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such  certificates 
might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

Regulation  12.  Inspection  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  the 
inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  either  infested  articles  or 
articles  the  movement  of  which  is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations, 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

Regulation    13.  Thorough    Cleaning   Required   of   Trucks,   Wagons,    Cars, 
Boats,  and  Other  Vehicles  Before  Moving  Interstate 

Trucks,  wagons,  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in 
transporting  any  article  covered  by  these  regulations  within  the  regulated  areas 
shall  not  thereafter  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  until  they  have 
been  thoroughly  swept  and  cleaned  by  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  unloading  or 
destination. 

Regulation  14.  Shipments  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  articles 
so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying  tag 
from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  showing  compliance 
with  such  conditions. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  January 
1,  1932,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  November  3, 
1930,  as  amended.

The  regulated  areas  cover,  in  addition  to  parts  of  the  States  named 
above,  the  entire  States  of  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.

BEETLE  QUARANTINE  NOT  EXTENDED  TO  SOUTH  CAROLINA  AND  OHIO 

(Press  notice) 

October  10,  1931. 

Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  announced  to-day  (October  10) 
that  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  will  not  be  extended  at  this  time  to  the 
States  of  Ohio  and  South  Carolina.  In  inspections  last  summer  4  Japanese 
beetles  were  found  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  5  beetles  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  1  beetle 
in  Cleveland. 
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The  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  held  a  public  hearing  in 
Washington  October  S  to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  the  quarantine 
to  the  two  States.  The  administration  now  believes  that  for  the  present  at 
least  the  situation  can  be  handled  by  these  States  without  the  aid  of  a  Federal 
quarantine.  It  is  expected  that  Ohio  and  South  Carolina  will  undertake  control 
measures  and  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  will  cooperate. 
.  This  decision  is  in  line  with  the  policy  which  has  been  followed  in  similar 
cases  in  the  past,  says  the  administration,  and  is  in  full  accord  with  the  desire 
of  the  department  to  place  restrictions  only  where  they  are  absolutely  necessary 
to  prevent  the*  spread  of  a  dangerous  pest.

Shipping  Season  for  Texas  Citrus  Fruit  Extended 

(Issued  under  regulation  5,  section  A,  Federal  Quarantine  No.  64) 

[Approved  October  28,  1931 ;  effective  October  28,  1931] 

The  shipping  season  for  citrus  fruit  under  the  Federal  Mexican  fruit-worm 
quarantine  (Notice  of  Quarantine  64)  from  the  counties  of  Willacy,  Cameron, 
and  Hidalgo,  in  Texas,  is  hereby  extended  to  the  close  of  April  10,  1932.  The 
host-free  period  required  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  be  enforced  by 
the  State  of  Texas  will  for  the  year  1932  begin  on  April  11. 

This  action  is  taken  on  the  basis  of  evidence  presented  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  that  such  modification  is  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  Mexican 
fruit-worm  control  and  does  not  increase  risk  of  propagating  that  insect  All 
clean-up  and  other  requirements  concerning  the  production  and  distribution 
of  Texas  citrus  fruit  remain  unchanged.  The  discovery  of  any  infestation 
of  this  insect  within  the  regulated  area  will  of  necessity  require  immediate 
eradication  and  precautionary  clean-up  measures  in  any  area  which  may  be 
involved.

REVISION  OF  PHONY  PEACH  DISEASE  QUARANTINE  AND  REGULATIONS 

introductory  note 

The  following  revision  of  the  phony  peach  disease  quarantine  and  regula- 
tions brings  under  restriction  the  entire  States  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and 
South  Carolina,  parts  of  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Florida,  Illinois,  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Texas,  as  well  as  those  parts  of  Alabama  and  Georgia 
not  previously  regulated  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  phony  peach  disease. 
Its  effect  is  to  require  Federal  permits  for  all  peach  and  nectarine  trees  and 
roots  to  be  shipped  interstate  from  the  States  named  or  regulated  parts 
thereof. 

SUMMARY 

This  quarantine  as  now  revised  prohibits  the  interstate  shipment  of  peach 
trees,  peach  roots,  nectarine  trees,  nectarine  roots,  or  other  kinds  of  trees  or 
shrubs  grafted  or  budded  on  peach  or  nectarine  roots  from  a  regulated  area 
to  any  outside  point  or  from  a  regulated  area  of  one  quarantined  State  to  any 
other  quarantined  State  unless  a  Federal  permit  has  been  secured  and  is 
attached  to  the  container.    For  details,  see  regulations  5  and  8. 

The  regulated  areas  cover  the  entire  States  of  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana, 
Mississippi,  and  South  Carolina,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Florida, 
Illinois,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Texas.

1134,  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public 
hearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  of  Alabama,  ,Arkan- 
sas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Texas,  effective  on  and  after  November  30,  1931. 
Hereafter,  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  August  20,  1912,  amended  as 
aforesaid,  no  peach  trees,  peach  roots,  ^nectarine  trees,  nectarine  roots,  or  any 
kinds  or  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs  grafted  or  budded  oh  peach  qr  nectarine 
roots  shall  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for 
transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported, 
moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  any  of  the  sai(f  quarantined  States  to  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  in  manner  or  method 
or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
hereinafter  made  and  in  amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That  the  restrictions 
of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto  may 
be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be, 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcemerit  of  the  aforesaid  rules 
and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  phony  peach  disease:  Provided,  further,  That  such  limitation  shall 
be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and  enforcing  such  control 
measures  with  respect  to  such  regulated  areas  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  phony 
peach  disease  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  State.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  67 

(REVISED) 

[Approved  November  17,  1931;  effective  November  30,-1931] 

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Phony  peach  disease. — A  communicable  disease  of  peach  and  other  trees, 
commonly  known  as  phony  peach  disease  and  characterized  by  stunting  of 
the  trees^  reduction  of  the  crop,  and  certain  other  symptoms.    . 

(&)  Quarantined  State. — Any  State  quarantined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  phony  peach  disease;  namely,  the  States 
of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina.  Tennessee,  and  Texas. 

(c)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  which  is  now  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
in  accordance  with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  67. 

(d)  Restricted  articles. — Peach  trees,  peach  roots,  nectarine  trees,  nectarine 
roots,  and  all  kinds  and  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs  grafted  or  budded  on  peach 
or  nectarine  roots. 

(e)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(f)  Moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate.— -Shipped,  offered  for  shipment 
to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common 
carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State 
or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  into  any  other  State  or  Territory 
or  District. 

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Areas 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with 
the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  67,  the  restrictions  provided  in  these 
regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  said 
notice  of  quarantine  will  be  limited  to  such  movement  from  the  areas  in  such 
State  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regu- 
lated areas. 
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Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  67,  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  the  following  States  and  counties 
including  all  cities,  towns,  townships,  and  all  political  subdivisions  within 
their  limits : 

Alabama. — The  entire  State. 

Arkansas. — Counties  of  Bradley,  Clay,  Craighead,  Cross,  Drew,  Greene,  Hemp- 
stead, Howard,  Jefferson,  Johnson,  Lee,  Lincoln,  Phillips,  Pike,  Poinsett,  Pope, 
St.  Francis,  and  Woodruff. 

Florida. — Counties  of  Baker,  Bay,  Columbia,  Gadsden,  Holmes,  Jackson,  Jef- 
ferson, Leon,  Madison,  and  Suwannee. 

Georgia. — The  entire  State. 

Illinois. — County  of  Jasper. 

Louisiana. — The  entire  State. 

Mississippi. — The  entire  State. 

North  Carolina. — Counties  of  Anson,  Caldwell,  Gaston,  Iredell,  Moore,  and 
Richmond. 

South  Carolina. — The  entire  State. 

Tennessee. — Counties  of  Anderson,  Bledsoe,  Bradley,  Dyer,  Franklin,  Hamil- 
ton, Knox,  Meigs,  and  Roane. 

Texas. — Counties  of  Anderson,  Cass,  Cherokee,  Comal,  Dallas,  Denton,  Ellis, 
Franklin,  Henderson,  Hopkins,  Kaufman,  Lamar,  McLennan,  Nacogdoches, 
Parker,  Rusk,  San  Augustine,  Shelby,  Smith,  Tarrant,  Titus,  Travis,  and  Van 
Zandt. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  or  Reduction   of  Regulated   Areas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  States  in 
which  such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas 
affected  are  located. 

Regulation  5.  Control  of  Movement  of  Peach  Trees  and  Other  Restricted 
Articles  from  the  Quarantined  States 

(a)  No  peach  trees,  peach  roots,  nectarine  trees,  nectarine  roots,  or  any  kinds 
or  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs  grafted  or  budded  on  peach  or  nectarine  roots 
shall  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated  area  to  any 
point  outside  thereof,  nor  from  a  regulated  area  of  one  quarantined  State  to 
any  other  quarantined  State  unless  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  therefor 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(&)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  peach  or  nec- 
tarine fruit,  fruit  pits,  cuttings,  scions,  or  other  parts  of  peach  or  nectarine 
trees  without  roots. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles 
enumerated  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regulated  area  when 
such  movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

Regulation  6.  Conditions  Governing  the  Issuance  of  Permits 

(a)  Permits  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  restricted  articles  from 
a  regulated  area  may  be  issued  under  either  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  That  the  articles  to  be  moved  shall  be  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector  to  have  originated  outside  any  regulated  area  and  not  to  have 
been  subject  to  infection  within  a  regulated  area. 

(2)  That  the  articles,  if  originating  within  a  regulated  area,  shall  have 
been  produced  in  a  nursery  within  which,  and  within  1  mile  of  which,  infec- 
tion of  the  phony  peach  disease  is  not  known  to  have  existed  for  at  least  two 
years  prior  to  the  proposed  date  of  movement. 

(6)  Upon  determination  by  the  inspector  that  the  articles  concerned  comply 
with  either  of  the  conditions  named,  the  inspector  may  issue  to  the  grower 
or  shipper  a  permit,  and  such  number  of  shipping  permits  (Form  589)  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  movement  of  the  said  articles. 
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(c)  Outstanding  permits  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  and  further  permits 
may  be  refused  as  to  any  grower  or  shipper  who  has  violated  any  of  these 
rules  and  regulations  or  who  has  falsely  labeled  or  mislabeled  any  shipment  so 
as  to  evade  any  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  or  who  has  made  any  false, 
statement  or  representation  in  connection  with  securing  any  permit,  or  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such  permits  might 
result  in  the  dissemination  of  the  phony  peach  disease.  When  any  permit, 
is  thus  withdrawn  or  canceled  and  the  permittee  is  duly  notified  thereof, 
further  use  of  the  shipping  permits  issued  to  such  permittee  is  prohibited. 

Regulation  7.    Applications  for  Permits 

(a)  Applications  for  the  inspection  of  nurseries  from  which  restricted  ar- 
ticles are  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated  area  under  permit  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  prior  to  June  1 
preceding  the  proposed  date  of  shipment.  Each  applicant  will  be  required  to 
agree  that  the  shipping  permits  supplied  him  will  be  used  only  in  connection 
with  peach  trees  and  other  restricted  articles  grown  in  his  own  nursery  and 
covered  by  this  permit,  that  the  interstate  shipment  of  restricted  articles  will 
be  discontinued  on  notification  by  the  inspector  that  any  permits  held  by  him 
have  been  canceled,  and  that  he  will  comply  in  every  respect  with  the  provisions 
of  these  regulations. 

( b )  Applications  for  permits  for  the  reshipment  interstate  from  points  within 
the  regulated  areas  of  restricted  articles  either  grown  outside  the  regulated 
areas,  or  grown  by  a  permittee  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph 
(a)  (2)  of  regulation  6,  may  be  filed  by  purchasers  of  such  articles  at  any  time 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  signed  agreement  by  the  applicant  agreeing  to 
observe  these  regulations  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  permit  is  issued. 

Regulation  8.  Marking  Requirements 

Every  car,  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  articles  for  which  permits  are 
required  by  these  regulations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  shall 
bear  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  the  shipping  certificate  (Form 
589)  prescribed  in  regulation  6. 

Regulation  9.     Inspection  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  the 
inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of 
which  is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  in- 
spection by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

Regulation  10.     Shipments  by  the  United  States  Department  of 

Agriculture 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  ar- 
ticles so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identify- 
ing tag  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  showing  com- 
pliance with  such  conditions. 

These  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  November  30,  1931.

APPENDIX 

STATU  AND  FEDERAL   INSPECTION 

The  States  of  Arkansas,  Florida,  Illinois,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and 
Texas,  have  promulgated,  or  are  about  to  promulgate,  quarantine  restrictions 
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on  intrastate  movement  supplemental  to  the  Federal  quarantine.  These  State 
regulations  are  enforced  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  authorities.

REVISION  OF  SATIN-MOTH  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS 


INTRODUCTORY    NOTE 

The  following  revision  of  the  satin-moth-quarantine  regulations  adds  to  the 
area  designated  as  regulated  18  towns  or  other  geographical  units  in  Maine 
of  approximately  757  square  miles,  1  town  in  Vermont  of  approximately  47 
square  miles,  8  towns  in  Massachusetts  of  approximately  177  square  miles, 
and  24  towns  in  Connecticut  of  approximately  569  square  miles,  making  a  total 
of  51  towns  or  other  geographical  units  of  approximately  1,550  square  miles. 
The  effect  of  the  revision  is  to  prohibit  the  interstate  movement  of  poplar  and 
willow  trees  and  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  from  this  additional 
territory  to  outside  points.  The  revision  also  provides  for  the  shipment  from 
the  regulated  area  under  certain  conditions  of  poplar  and  willow  trees  and 
parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  when  these  have  originated  outside  of  the 
regulated  area. 
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SUMMAEY 

These  regulations  as  now  revised  prohibit  the  shipment  of  poplar  and  willow 
trees  and  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or 
through-  outside  points,  except  that  Federal  permits  may  be  issued  for  the 
reshipment  from  the  regulated  areas  of  such  trees  originating  outside  such 
areas,  between  October  1  and  April  30,  inclusive.  For  details  see  regulations 
5  and  6. 

The  regulated  areas  cover  the  entire  ^State  of  Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  the 
States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and 
Washington.     For  details  see  regulation  3. 

For  the  marking  requirements  of  trees  shipped  under  Federal  permits,  see 
regulation  7.

NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  53,  REVISED 

[Effective  on  and  after  January  1,  1929] 

I,  William  M.  Jardine,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  quarantine  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Washington,  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  satin  moth  (Stilpnotia  salicis  L.),  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not 
heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Now,  therefore,  under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant 
quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  and  having  duly 
given  the  public  hearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  of 
Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, 
and  Washington,  effective  on  and  after  January  1,  1929.  Hereafter,  as  provided 
in  the  said  act  of  August  20,  1912,  amended  as  aforesaid,  no  species  or  variety 
of  poplar  (Populus)  or  willow  (Salix)  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of 
propagation  shall  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received 
for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported 
moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  of  the  said  quarantined 
States  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United 
States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than. those  prescribed 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
supplemental  thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as 
regulated  areas,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  such 
limitation  shall  be  adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  said  satin  moth  to  other 
States  and  Territories,  and  when  the  movement  of  the  restricted  articles 
interstate  from  such  regulated  areas  is  so  safeguarded  as  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  said  satin  moth  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  quarantined  States  and 
thence  into  interstate  commerce.

REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE 

NO.  53 

[Approved  November  5,  1931;  effective  December  1,  1931] 

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

~Por  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
as  used  herein  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean: 

(a)   Satm  moth. — The  insect  known  as  the  satin  moth  (Stilpnotia  salicis  L.). 
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(&)  Quarantined  area. — Any  State  quarantined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  satin  moth. 

(c)  Regulated  area. — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  which  is  now  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Quarantine  No.  53,  revised. 

(d)  Moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment 
to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common 
carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State 
or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  into  or  through  any  other  State 
or  Territory  or  District. 

(e)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Area 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  States  concerned  with 
the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  53,  as  revised,  the  restrictions  pro- 
vided in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  enumerated 
in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be  limited  to  such  movement  from  the  areas 
in  such  States  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as 
regulated  areas. 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  53,  as  revised, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  area  for  the  purpose  of 
these  regulations  the  States,  counties,  plantations,  townships,  towns,  and 
cities  listed  below,  including  any  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  sub- 
divisions included  within  their  limits: 

Connecticut. — Counties  of  Middlesex,  New  London,  Tolland,  and  Windham; 
towns  of  Bridgeport  and  Stratford,  in  Fairfield  County;  the  entire  county  of 
Hartford  except  the  town  of  Hartland;  towns  of  Harwinton,  Plymouth,  New 
Hartford,  Thomaston,  Torrington,  and  Watertown,  in  Litchfield  Comity;  and 
towns  of  Ansonia,  Beacon  Falls,  Bethany,  Branford,  Cheshire,  Derby,  East 
Haven,  Guilford,  Hamden,  Madison,  Meriden,  Milford,  Naugatuck,  New  Haven, 
North  Branford,  North  Haven,  Orange,  Prospect,  Seymour,  Wallingford,  Water- 
bury,  West  Haven,  Wolcott,  and  Woodbridge,  in  New  Haven  County. 

Maine. — Counties  of  Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Hancock,  Kennebec,  Knox, 
Lincoln,  Sagadahoc,  Waldo,  Washington,  and  York;  towns  of  Chesterville, 
Farmington,  Industry,  Jay,  New  Sharon,  Temple,  and  Wilton,  in  Franklin 
County;  towns  of  Albany,  Andover,  Batchelclers  Grant,  Bethel,  Brownfield, 
Buckfield,  Canton,  Denmark,  Dixfield,  Fryeburg,  Fryeburg  Academy  Grant, 
Gilead,  Greenwood,  Hanover,  Hartford,  Hebron,  Hiram,  Lovell,  Mason,  Mexico, 
Milton  Plantation,  Newry,  Norway,  Oxford,  Paris,  Peru,  Porter,  Riley  Grant, 
Roxbury,  Rumford  Stoneham,  Stow,  Sumner,  Sweden,  Waterford,  and  Wood- 
stock, in  Oxford  County;  the  entire  county  of  Penobscot  except  the  territory 
north  of  Millinocket,  East  Millinocket,  and  Medway ;  towns  of  Abbot,  Atkinson, 
Blanchard,  Brownville,  Dover,  Foxcroft,  Guilford,  Kingsbury  Plantation,  Lake 
View  Plantation,  Medford,  Milo,  Monson,  Orneville,  Parkman,  Sangerville,  Sebec, 
Shirley,  Wellington,  and  Township  4  of  Range  9,  in  Piscataquis  Comity;  and 
towns  of  Anson,  Athens,  Bingham,  Brighton  Plantation,  Cambridge,  Canaan, 
Cornville,  Detroit,  Fairfield,  Harmony,  Hartland,  Madison,  Mayfield,  Mercer, 
Moscow,  Norridgewock,  Palmyra,  Pittsfield,  Ripley,  St.  Albans,  Skowhegan, 
Smithfield,  Solon,  and  Stark,  in  Somerset  County. 

Massachusetts. — Counties  of  Barnstable,  Bristol,  Dukes,  Essex,  Franklin, 
Hampshire,  Middlesex,  Nantucket,  Norfolk,  Plymouth,  Suffolk,  and  Worcester; 
towns  of  Adams,  Becket,  Cheshire,  Clarksburg,  Dalton,  Florida,  Hinsdale, 
Lanesboro,  New  Ashford,  North  Adams,  Peru,  Pittsfield,  Savoy,  Washington, 
Williamstown,  and  Windsor,  in  Berkshire  County;  and  the  entire  county  of 
Hampden  except  the  towns  of  Blandford,  Granville,  and  Tolland. 

New  Hampshire. — Counties  of  Belknap,  Cheshire,  Hillsboro,  Merrimack,  Rock- 
ingham, Strafford,  and  Sullivan;  the  entire  county  of  Carroll  except  the  town 
of  Jackson ;  and  towns  of  Alexandria,  Ashland,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Campton, 
Canaan,  Dorchester,  Ellsworth,  Enfield,  Grafton,  Groton,  Hanover,  Hebron, 
Holderness,  Lebanon,  Lyme,  Orange,  Orford,  Piermont,  Plymouth,  Rumney, 
Thornton,  Warren,  and  Wentworth,  in  Grafton  County. 

Rhode  Island. — The  entire  State. 

Vermont. — Towns  of  Bradford,  Fairlee,  Newbury,  Thetford,  and  West  Fairlee, 
in  Orange  County;  towns  of  Brattleboro,  Dummerston,  Guilford,  Putney,  Rock- 
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inghain,  Vernon,  and  Westminister,  in  Windham  County;  and  towns  of  Hart- 
ford, Hartland,  Norwich,  Springfield,  Weathersfield,  West  Windsor,  and  Windsor, 
in  Windsor  Comity. 

Washington. — Counties  of  Clallam,   Clarke,  Cowlitz,  Grays  Harbor,  Island, 
Jefferson,    King,    Kitsap,    Lewis,    Mason,    Pacific,    Pierce,    San    Juan,    Skagit,- 
Skamania,  Snohomisk,  Tkurston,  Wahkiakum,  and  Whatcom. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  ok  Reduction  or  Regulated  Areas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  "or  through  the  States  in 
which  such  areas  are  located,  and  by  publication  in  newspapers  selected  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas  affected  are 
located. 

Regulation  5.  Control  of  the  Movement  of  Restricted  Plants  and  Plant 

Products 

Poplar  or  willow  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  shall  not  be 
moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  point  in  the  regulated  area 
to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  except  that  such  shipments  may  be 
made  between  October  1  of  any  year  and  April  30  of  the  following  year  under 
permits  issued  in  accordance  with  regulation  6  hereof. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement 
of  the  plants  enumerated  therein  from  points  in  the  quarantined  States  outside 
of  the  areas  now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  regulated  areas. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles  enu- 
merated from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regulated  area  when  such 
movement  is  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  articles 
enumerated  between  points  within  the  regulated  area,  provided  such  articles 
do  not  pass  through  any  point  outside  thereof. 

Regulation  6.  Conditions  Governing  the  Issuance  of  Permits 

Permits  authorizing  the  interstate  movement  of  poplar  and  willow  trees 
and  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  from  any  point  in  the  regulated  area 
to  points  outside  thereof  may  be  issued,  when  such  trees  or  parts  originate 
outside  of  the  regulated  area  and  while  within  the  regulated  area  are  kept 
entirely  removed  from  all  other  poplars  and  willows,  are  segregated  so  as  to 
be  easily  identified  and  are  so  placed  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector 
no  infestation  could  be  transmitted.  Permits  will  be  issued  only  for  poplar  and 
willow  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation  which  are  brought  into 
the  regulated  area  after  October  1  of  any  year  and  are  shipped  before  April  30 
of  the  following  year. 

Regulation  7.  Marking  Requirements 

(a)  Every  car,  box,  bale,  or  other  container  of  articles  for  which  permits 
are  required  by  these  regulations  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and 
shall  bear  attached  to  the  outside  thereof  the  proper  permit  issued  in  com- 
pliance with  regulation  6  hereof. 

( b )  The  permits  in  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments  shall  accom- 
pany the  waybills,  conductors'  manifests,  memoranda,  or  bills  of  lading  per- 
taining to  such  shipments. 

Regulation  8.  Inspection  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  the 
inspector  has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles,  the  movement  of 
which  is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to 
inspection  by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 
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Regulation  9.  Cancellation  of  Permits 

Permits  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by  the 
inspector  and  further  permits  refused,  either  for  any  failure  of  compliance

PLANT-QUARANTINE  RESTRICTIONS  OF  ENGLAND,  WALES,  SCOTLAND,  NORTHERN 
IRELAND,  THE  CHANNEL  ISLANDS  (STATES  OF  JERSEY),  AND  THE  IRISH  FREE 
STATE 

P.  Q.  C.  A.-327 

(Revision  of  HB-160  and  HB-169)  November  30,  1931. 

The  following  compilation  of  the  plant  quarantine  restrictions  of  England, 
Wales,  Scotland,  Northern  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands  (States  of  Jersey), 
and  the  Irish  Free  State  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen, 
plant-quarantine  officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants 
and  plant  products  from  the  United  States  to  those  countries. 

This  circular  was  compiled  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant  quarantine  inspector 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from  the  texts  of  the 
destructive  insects  and  pests  orders  of  1922,  and  from  subsequent  plant  quaran- 
tine orders  of  the  respective  countries,  and  reviewed  by  the  appropriate 
Departments  of  each  country. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  indepen- 
dently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  inter- 
preted as  legally  authoritative.  The  quarantines  themselves  should  be  consulted 
for  the  exact  text.

IMPORTATION   UNKESTBICTED 

No  restrictions  are  imposed  by  the  destructive  insects  and  pests  order  of  1922 
upon  the  importation  into  England  and  Wales  of  seeds  or  herbaceous  or  suc- 
culent-stemmed plants,  other  than  those  specifically  mentioned  as  being 
restricted. 

Regulations  Under  the  Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Order  of 
May  31,  1922,  as  Amended 

1.  This  order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1922. 

definitions 

2.  In  this  order  "  the  minister  "  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fish-

RESTRICTION    ON   IMPORTATION    OF   PLANTS 

3.  (1)  The  landing  in  England  and  Wales  from  any  country  other  than 
Scotland,  Ireland,  and  the  Channel  islands  of  any  of  the  plants  mentioned  in 
the  first  schedule  to  this  order  is  prohibited  except  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations set  out  in  the  third  schedule  hereto. 

(2)  The  importer  of  any  plant  the  landing  of  which  is  regulated  by  this 
article  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  set  out  in  the  third  schedule  hereto. 

(3)  This  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  plant  the  landing  of  which  is  author- 
ized by  a  general  license  issued  by  the  minister,  or  by  a  special  license  issued 
by  an  inspector,  or  to  a  consignment  of  a  plant  to  the  minister  for  experimental 
or  scientific  purposes. 

Sections  4  to  12  of  the  order  relate  to  internal  and  administrative  matters, 
and  are  omitted.

POWER    TO   DEAL   WITH   LIVING    SPECIMENS   OF   INSECTS   OR   PESTS 

No  person  shall  land,  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  a  living  specimen  of  any  insect  or 
pest  mentioned  in  the  second  schedule  to  the  destructive  insects  and  pests 
order,  except  with  the  written  permission  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  and  an  inspector  may,  by  a  notice  served  on  any  person  having  in  his 
possession  or  under  his  charge  any  such  living  specimen,  require  him  to  adopt 
such  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  insect  or  pest  as  are 
specified  in  the  notice. 

Third  Schedule 
begttlattons  governing  the  importation  of  plants  into  england  and  wales 

1.  The  restrictions  on  landing  imposed  by  the  order  and  these  regulations  do 
not  apply  to  plants,  the  landing  of  which  is  authorized  by  a  general  license 
issued  by  the  minister,  or  by  a  special  license  issued  by  an  inspector,  or  to 
consignments  of  plants  to  the  minister  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. 

2.  Inspection  and  certification  as  a  condition  of  entry. —  (a)  In  the  case  of 
an  importation  of  plants,  otherwise  than  through  the  post,  from  a  country 
whose  service  of  plant  inspection  is  recognized  for  the  time  being,  each  con- 
signment must  be  accompanied  by  two  copies  of  a  certificate  issued  after 
inspection,  and  not  more  than  14  days  prior  to  the  date  of  shipment,  by  a  duly 
authorized  official  of  the  country  whence  the  plants  are  exported,  in  the  form 
prescribed  below.  One  copy  of  the  certificate  must  be  produced  to  the  customs 
officer  at  the  port  of  entry  and  the  other  copy  must  be  forwarded  by  the  importer 
to  the  consignee.  In  the  case  of  consignments  imported  through  the  post,  a 
copy  of  the  prescribed  certificate  need  not  be  produced  to  the  customs  officer, 
but  a  copy  must  be  affixed  to  each  package. 

Note. — It  is  emphasized  that  a  seasonal  nursery-inspection  certificate  is  not  acceptable. 
The  inspection  certificate  must  he  based  upon  an  actual  inspection  of  the  consignment  to 
be  exported  and  the  inspection  must  be  made  not  more  than  14  days  prior  to  shipment. 
Certificates  may  be  issued  by  authorized  State  or  Federal  inspectors  and  must  be  in  the 
prescribed  form  (see  below).     Noncompliance  may  result  in  delay  and  added  expense. 

The  original  of  the  certificate  must  be  forwarded  by  post,  before  the  plants 
are  dispatched,  by  the  exporter  to  the  horticulture  division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Whitehall  Place,  London,  S.  W.,  I. 

Certificate  of  examination  of  plants,  No.  — 

This  is  to  certify  that  the  plants  included  in  the  package  or  consignment 
described  below  were  thoroughly  inspected  by ,  a  duly  author- 
ized official  of ,  on ,  and  were  found  or  believed 

by  him  to  be  healthy  and  free  from  any  of  the  plant  diseases  or  pests  named  in 
the  second  schedule  to  the  destructive  insects  and  pests  order  of  1922. 

Additional  certificate  required  for  potatoes 

Further,  it  is  hereby  certified  that  no  case  of  the  disease  known  as  wart 
disease  or  black  scab  of  potatoes  (Synchytrium  endobioticum)  has  occurred  on 
the  farm  or  holding  where  the  potatoes  included  in  this  consignment  were 
grown,  nor  within  500  yards   (approximately  one-half  kilometer)    thereof.

28,  1930,  prohibits  the  importation  of  potatoes  susceptible  to  the  wart  disease, 
Ghrysophlyctis  endobiotica  (Synchytrium  endobioticum) ,  from  whatever  source. 
This  is  based  upon  the  official  list  of  varieties  of  potatoes,  with  their  synonyms, 
immune  from  and  susceptible  to  wart  disease,  published  under  the  authority 
of  the  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Botany,  in  England. 

From  France:  The  act  of  the  committee  of  agriculture  of  August  7,  1931, 
prohibits  provisionally  the  importation  into  the  Channel  islands  of  potatoes 
and  all  other  agricultural  and  horticultural  products  of  the  soil,  seeds,  and 
plants  on  account  of  the  Colorado  potato  beetle  (Ghrysophlyctis  endobiotica) . 

Grading  required  of  apples  from  the  United  States 

As  applying  to  the  Channel  islands,  the  act  of  the  committee  of  agriculture, 
No.  35,  of  July  24,  1930,  places  the  same  restrictions  upon  the  importation  of 
apples  from  the  United  States  as  are  imposed  by  the  importation  of  raw  apples, 
order  of  June  21,  1930,  of  England  and  Wales.

SPECIAL   QUARANTINES 

Importation  prohibited  of  potatoes  and  gooseberry  and  currant  bushes  except 
under  license  and  inspection  certificate 

Prior  to  the  issue  of  the  1922  order,  the  landing  in  Ireland  of  potatoes  or  of 
gooseberry  or  currant  bushes  was  prohibited  save  in  cases  in  which  the  con- 
signee in  Ireland  obtained  a  license  from  the  department  authorizing  the  land- 
ing of  the  consignment.  This  restriction  applied  to  the  importation  of  such 
plants  from  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  from  other  countries,  and  has  been  con- 
tinued in  force  under  the  1922  order  so  far  as  relates  to  any  part  of  Ireland 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Irish  Free  State  Government.  The  department 
has  issued  a  general  license  premitting  the  importation  of  "  new  "  potatoes,  that 
is  to  say,  potatoes  landed  before  the  16th  of  May  in  the  year  in  which  they  are 
lifted.  Consequently,  the  consignee  is  not  required  at  present  to  obtain  a  license 
for  the  importation  of  such  potatoes,  but  if  imported  from  places  outside  Great 
Britain  and  the  Channel  islands  these  potatoes  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
certificate  required  under  the  order.  As  regards  all  other  potatoes,  as  well 
as  gooseberry  and  currant  bushes,  not  only  must  the  consignments  be  accom- 
panied by  the  prescribed  certificates,  but  the  consignee  must  obtain  beforehand 
a  license  from  tbe  department  in  respect  of  each  consignment,  authorizing  its 
importation.  Exporters,  therefore,  are  advised  not  to  forward  potatoes  with 
the  exception  above  referred  to,  or  gooseberry  or  currant  bushes  to  any  part 
of  Ireland  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Irish  Free  State  Government,  without 
first  assuring  themselves  that  the  requisite  license  has  been  obtained  by  the 
consignee. 

Grading  required  of  apples  from  the  United  States 

The  provisions  of  the  importation  of  raw  apples  order  of  August  23,  1930, 
of  the  Irish  Free  State  are  identical  in  character  with  those  of  the  importa- 
tion of  raw  apples,  order  of  June  21,  1930,  of  England  and  Wales.     (See  p.  163.) 
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Importation  of  elm  trees  prohibited 

For  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  pests  of  the  elm  tree,  including 
Oraphium  ulmi  and  Micrococcus  ulmi,  the  importation  into  the  Irish  Free 
State  (Saorstat  Eireann)  from  any  country  outside  of  Ireland  of  any  living 
elm  tree  is  prohibited. 


PLANT-QUARANTINE  RESTRICTIONS  OF  UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA 

P.  Q.  C.  A.-297,  supplement  No.  2. 

November  28,  1931. 

Supplement  No.  1  of  August  25,  1931,  announced  that,  according  to  the  Union 
of  South  Africa  Gazette  of  May  8,  1931  (Government  Notice  No.  757,  May  8, 
1931),  regulation  10  (2)  of  Government  Notice  No.  366  of  1912,  had  been 
amended  by  the  addition  of  items  (d)  to  (i)  inclusive,  set  forth  in  that 
supplement. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  a  copy  of  the  corresponding  text,  the  information  per- 
taining to  item  (c)  was  omitted.  That  text  has  now  been  obtained  from 
Government  Notice  No.  2148  of  December  15,  1927,  from  which  it  appears  that 
item   (c)   reads  as  follows: 

"  (c)  Any  plant  packed  in  soil  (except  special  rooting  compost)."

PENALTIES  IMPOSED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  PLANT 
QUARANTINE  ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  administration  during  the  period  October 
1  to  December  31,  1931,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper 
Federal  authorities  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  as  follows: 

EUROPEAN  CORN-BORER  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Clarence  Shipp,  Belvidere,  N.  J.,  in  the 
interstate  transportation  of  36  ears  of  corn  on  the  cob  to  a  point  outside  of 
the  1-generation  regulated  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $3. 

JAPANESE-BEETLE  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Fred  O.  Goehring  and  Otto  C.  Goehring, 
Elmhurst,  L.  L,  N.  Y.,  doing  business  as  Abbott's  Farms,  in  shipping  and  allow- 
ing to  be  moved  interstate  by  motor  truck  approximately  35,000  square  feet  of 
grass  sod  from  a  generally  infested  area  to  a  lightly  infested  area,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  the  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  $100, 
to  be  paid  jointly.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  457.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Richard  E.  Colyer,  Jamesburg,  N.  J.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  by  motor  truck  of  approximately  4,500  square  feet 
of  grass  sod  from  a  generally  infested  area  to  a  lightly  infested  area,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  458.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  J.  Everitt  VanSise,  Cranbury,  N.  J.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  by  motor  truck  of  approximately  4,500  square  feet 
of  grass  sod  from  a  generally  infested  area  to  a  lightly  infested  area,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  459.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Russell  L.  Sherman,  Windsor,  N.  J.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  by  motor  truck  of  approximately  4,500  square  feet 
of  grass  sod  from  a  generally  infested  area  to  a  lightly  infested  area,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  460.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  State  v.  Harold  Mount,  Hightstown, '  N.  J.,  in  the 
interstate  transportation  by  motor  truck  of  approximately  3,000  square  feet 
of  grass  sod  from  a  generally  infested  area  to  a  lightly  infested  area,  without 
inspection  and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $40. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  461.) 
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In  the  case  of  the  United^  States  v.  Carmon  Micale,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  in  the 
interstate  transportation  of  24  crates  of  berries  from  a  point  in  the  regulated 
area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  without  inspection  and  certification,  the 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Carmon  Dagostino,  Syracuse,  ISf.  Y.,  in 
the  interstate  transportation  of  miscellaneous  farm  products  from  a  point  in 
the  regulated  area  to  a  point  outside  thereof,  without  inspection  and  certifica- 
tion, the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $35.
